HULDA DUESTROW CANNOT PAY 
HER DEBTS. 


HER FORTUNE A SACRED FUND. 


The Young Woman’s “Arrested Mental 
Development”—Wanted the Doctor 
to Give Her a Baby to Care For. 


Dr. Schott is authority for the statement 
that Hulda Duestrow and her attorneys 
will make an attempt to break the will of 
her father, Louis Duestrow. 

The attorneys of her late brother, Arthur 
Duestrow, are disposed to join in the effort, 
but as yet have received no invitation to 
do so. 

The Duestrow estate consists of $500,000 In 
4 per cent Government bonds and another 
half-million in other bonds, stock and rea) 
estate, Under the provisions of the will 
Hulda receives only $10,000 a year as her 
portion, but a year hence her brother’s in- 
come of $10,000 will go to her. The estate is 
eo devised that in the event of Hulda’s 
death it will all descend to the grand-/ 
» children, and as there are none and no 
probability of there being any, the big es- 
tate is to be divided, upon the death of 
Hulda, between such charities as the Union 
Trust Co. may designate. Hulda -annot 
dispose of it by will, as she has only a life 
interest. 

Dr. Schott says Hulda Duestrow has no 
thought of marriage and is incapable of 
sexual attachment. He says: “She will be 
21 years old next September. She has the 
physique of a woman of % and the intellect 
ef a child of 12 years. 

“Some time ago, when she was living on 
Washington avenue, she came to me and 
said: ‘Why don't you get me a baby like 
other people have? Katie and I could take 
care of it, and it would give us something 
to do? ” 

According to the doctor, this is the key- 
note of her condition regarding matrimony 
and the attachment of the sexes. When a 
child she was a very bright girl until her 
10th year, after* which time she made no 
progress. She is suffering from what the 
alieniats call “arrested mental develop- 
ment.’’ 


It is probable, for many reasons, that 
some arrangement will be made by which 
Hulda’s lawyers and her  brother’s may 
combine to b@eak the will. As the estate 
now stands the Union Trust Co. has her 
father’s fortune of $1,000,000 to dispose of 
as it pleases, provided it pays her an an- 
nual income of $10,000. 

Gov. Charles P. Johnson, attorney for the 
late Arthur Duestrow, said Wednesday to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“This man’s property is so tied up that 
his children’s creditors can get nothing. 
They had credit by reason of their inheri- 
tance, as the father intended they should 
have. Louis Duestrow devised that upon 
Arthur’s death his income should go to his 
sister, and upon her death the property 
lapses to the Union Trust Co. and is then 
in reality subject to the whims of that cor- 
poration, to be distributed to charities 
without specifying when, how or to whom 
it shall be distributed. 

“The situation is similar to that created 
by the will of the late Samuel J. Tilden, 
who gave his trustees too great latitude 
and the courts of New York broke the willon 
the ground that its alms were contrary to 
public policy. The decisions in this State 
are somewhat contrary to those of other 
States on this subject, but there is a sec- 
tion of jaw under which an action could 
be maintained.

“Hulda Duestrow is the only pefson who 
can contest the will. The statutory limita- 
tion of five years has expired in the case of 
Arthur, but Hulda was a minor until two 
years ago and has no restrictions. The 
breaking of that will would place her in 
Girect possession of the $500,000 and render 
it subject to her dieposal. It was mani- 
festly the purpose of Louls Duestrow to 
provide for the care and keeping of his 
son and daughter, and at the same time 
prevent them from destroying the estate, 
He did not provide for any sudden or ter- 
rible emergency, such as has resulted in 
Arthur's death, or even such as may come 
to the daily life of any person. And when 
I made apnriication to the trust company 
for small sums to meet expenses in Arth- 
ur’s battle for life I received a shrug of the 
shoulder and a notification that the fund 
Was sacred and could not be touched. 

“To-day there is @ poor stenographer 
who toiled faithfully th»oughout the trials 
of Arthur Duestrow afM@—who oannot ool- 
lect @ cent. There is a boarding-house 
keeper in need of what she has earned. 
Bome of the actual expenses of the trial I 
met myself, paying out tn cash one-half of 
my retainer, in addition to giving three 
years’ time and attention to the case. I 
cannot collect anything. Why, I could not 
get the trust company to advance a «ent 
for printing in the last trial. They said 
again it was ‘a sacred fund’ and could nor 
be touched. 

“Hulda’s situation te just thie: She has 
recently bullt a home on Lafayette avenue, 
The people who built the house have a lien 
upon it, of course, but they cannot wait, 
for she might die and the estate pass be- 
yond control. Then they will have no re- 
course. If the will should be broken these 
people could be paid. 

“In other States such a will has been 
construed to be in opposition to pubilc 
policy. Now, if there was a creditor living 
in Tilinols an action could be brought suc- 
cessfully In the Federal Courts, since all 
the Federal decisions are in line with those 
outside of Missouri, and it may be that 
euoh « creditor will appear. Meanwhile the 
effort is well worth making under our own

The Government ‘Powerless to Aid a 
Starving American. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—From Central 
America comes news of one of thoee pitiful 
cases that at short intervals are brought 
to the attention of the State Department, 
where our great Government is shown to 
be utterly unable to help in the slightest 
degree its citizens when in the depthe of 


distress. 

James William Scandrett writes from Liv- 
ingston, Guatemala, praying the Secretary 
of State for help. He gays he is an Amer- 
ican citizen, having lived in San Francisco 
for eleven years, and has proofs of good 
character. Going to Salvador to erect ma- 
chinery he has suffered the most miserable 
hardships through sickness, wounds and 
starvation. 

Appeals for help to the American Coneul 
were without avail, because the official had 
no authority to expend money to ship the 
man to New Orleans. He says the British 
Consul would have sent him home had he 
been an Englishman and he prays the Sec- 
retary for relief lest he die of hardehi!ps, 
as the Consul says there is unfortunately 
no fund at the disposal of the State De- 
partment for the relief of destitute Ameri- 
cans abroad, euch as the British service 
provides.

The girl is good- 
looking, has an intelligent face, is well 
formed and exceptionally bright. 

Annie’s parents two. months ago noticed 
a slight stiffness in her movements and a 
pecullar hardness in her flesh. She was 
taken to New York Cit 
private sanitarium, ware many expert- 
ments were made in the attempt to soften 
the ek flesh, which is now as hard as 
wood. The hardest pinch makes no im- 
pression on it and is not felt. 

The experts say that the disease must 
have been a full year in reaching its present 
stage. A pecullarity of the case—one that 
pugzies the physicians—is the fact that the 
eee ig still able to use her limbs. She is 

ept from school and exercises as much as 
the growing stiffness of her limbs will per- 
mit, this being the advice of the physicians. 

Little Annie’s vital organs are still un- 
impaired, but if the creeping hardness 
reaches the heart or if calcareous deposits 
form in the blood her life will be very 
short. So little is known of the disease 
that treatment of it must be entirely ex- 
perimental and the chances of arresting its 
progress are not good.

They are all Socialists of extreme views. 
They are firm believers in love and human- 
ity, as a social infiluence,,;and in human 
brotherhood, as opposed to ever other 
form of human -progression. They are 
especially opposed to force or violence in 
accomplishing social reforms. 

G. Manuel Klein owns the be ge | at 2502 
Whittier street. He had plenty of means 
when he came to this country, and he 
bought a beautiful lot, 75 feet front, on 
Whittier street. There he erected a sub- 
stantial house and fitted it up in a etyle 
considerably out of keeping with its neigh- 
bors. 

The brothers Klein are artists, and this 
is shown by the taste displayed insidef the 
house and about the grounds. It is a beau- 
tiful property, set like an oasis in a desert- 
like ne'ghborhood, The house has a broad 
veranda, filled with easy summer chairs 
and hammocks. 

The parlor is richly furnished and draped 
with skins of wild beasts, and adorned 
with bric-a-brac.

Booth-Tucker’s Sentence Suspended, 
but No Display of Martyr- 
dom Allowed. 


NEW YORK, June 23.—Sentence has been 
suspended upon Frederick de la Tour Booth- 
Tucker, head of the Salvation Army in 
America, in the Court of General Bessions, 
for keeping a disorderly house and main- 
taining a nuisance in the barracks on Four- 
teenth street. He appeared shortly before 
court opened, accompanied by A. Oakey 
Hall, his counsel at the trial, and by Gen.

AS SOUNDED BY SILVER FUSION- 
ISTS IN IOWA. 


TRIPARTITE CAMPAIGN.

Fred White, in a Brilliant Speech, 
Marks Out the Line of Brttle 
for Silver. 


DES MOINES, Io., June 23.—Iowa this fall 
will elect a Governor, Lieutenant-Governor, 
Judge of the Supreme Court, Railroad Com- 
missioner and State Superintendent of 
Schools. A tripartite fusion is the pro- 
gramme of the Democrats, Republican Free 
Bilverites and Populists, and delegate con- 
ventions of all three parties were called to 
order here this morning. Last year the 
Bryan Democrats polled 223,000 votes, a larg- 
er showing than had ever been made 
fore, even when the Democracy was united 
and Horace Boles was placed in the guber- 
natorial chair. Hence it is argued that, with 
complete fusion a vigorous campaign and 
the falling off in the Republican vote that 
invariably marks an off year, the Fusion- 
ists would stand a decidedly favorable show 
of capturing all the State offices to be fliled 
this year. 

About 1,000 delegates were present when 
State Chairman M. F. Healey of Fort Dodge 
called the Democratic State Convention to 
order to-day. All counties were represented 
by delegations, most of them equal to the 
authorized,number. The attendance of v‘s- 
ftors was small. The Tabernacle was not 
decorated except with a few flags. The an- 
nouncement that ex-Congressman Fred E, 
White of Keokuk, the leading candidate for 
Governor, would preside as temporar 
chairman, was received with cheers, whic 
increased when a large picture of William J. 
Bryan was uhfurled at the rear of the stage, 
Three cheers were piven for Bryan and then 
Mr. White made his address. Mr. White 
spoke as follows:

None but veritable demagogues and 
reckless partisans will dissent from the 
Staiement that the conditions throughout 
our country are not only not satisfactory, 
but deplorable; not only deplorable, bu' 
actually .alarming,- and becoming more 
alarming with the lapse of each succeeding 
day. These conditions are sought to be in- 
tensified and made perpetual by a certain 
Class of people, who are the direct pecuniarv 
beneficiaries, and, while comparatively few 
in number, are powerful in thelr Influence.

After Mr White finished his speech a 
heavy rain began. The roof leaked and 
the delewates were much incommodcd.

DES MOINES, Io., June 23.—The free sil- 
ver Republican State Convention opene 
to-day at the Auditorium, with about 1 
delegates present, State Chairman Am 
Stickel of Bloomfield ealled the convention 
to order and J. B. Romans of Des_ Moines 
was chosen temporary chairman, Mr. Ro- 
mans in his address arraigned the Repub- 
lican party for its failure to brin the pros- 
perity promised during McKinley's cam- 
paign and predicted a victory for the allied 
silver forces in lowa this fall. He urged a 
fuller consolidation of the silver element in 
State and nation, 

At the close of his address the regular 
committees were appointed, together with 
a conference committee, to meet with like 
committees from the Democrats and Popu- 
list and opposition forces. The conference 
will ask the full committee to agree to the 
nomination of ex-Congressman Daniel Kerr 
for Governor.

Holly is a free silver Republican and was 
named by courtesy. His address was a de-

The regular committees and a: com- 
tnittee to confer with Democratic and free 
silver Republican committees was named at 
the close of Holly’s address.

The Montgomery dispatch says that Mrs, 
Lamoreaux came to that city from New Or- 
leans last September. She was accompanied 
by L. H. Morgan, an Associated Press teleg- 
rapher. They passed as brother and sister, 
the woman claiming that her father, named 
Morgan, was a wealthy St.-Louts business 
man. She announced herself in Montgom- 
ery, as Mrs, Fay Lamoreaux, the widow of 
a former theatrical manager in St. Louis, 

Disappointment in a love affair is given as 
the cause of the suicide. 

After Morton left Montgomery she formed 
an attachment for Will Pickett, a 19-year- 
old dry goods clerk. His mother wouldn't 
let him wed the widow. 

The telegraph operator who accompanied 
Mrs. Lamoreaux to Montgomery left there 
two months ago for Richmond, Va. When 
informed by wire of the suicide, he denied 
being a brother of the woman.

AGAIN COMMANDER OF UNITED 
CONFEDERATE VETERANS.

THE GROWTH OF THE ORDER. 


Some Pleasant Facts Given in Gen. 
Gordon’s Speech Intended as 
His Farewell Address. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 23.—Gen. John 
B. Gordon .was to-day unanimously re- 
elected commander-in-chief of the United 
Confederate Veterans. 

It had been Gen. Gordon’s full] intention 
and expressed wish to retire from the po- 
sition but the affection of the Veterans 
for him precluded this course, In his 
speech to-day to them he said in part: 


“Mr. President and Comfrades—Permit me 
with few words to return the commission 
with which you have honored me for eight 
years and by unanimous vote. Within the 
next few hours you will elect my successor. 
When this duty is performed by you I shall 
gladly take my place by those untitled he- 
roes who so grandly bore the battle’s brunt 
in the stern work of war.” 

After referring to the rapid growth of the 
organization during the eight years since 
he was elected, from ten camps to more 
than a thousand, he said: 

“Tt is an army still,”’ Mr. President, ‘‘but 
an army for the bloody work of war no 
longer, Its banners no longer bear the 
flaming insignia of battle. Its weapons no 
longer flash defiance to the foe nor deal 
death to opposing ranks. Its weapons are 
now the pen without malice, the tongue 
without aspersion and history without mis- 
representation. Its alms are péaceful, phi- 
lanthropic and broadly triotic. Failing 
after the most desperate defensive struggle 
in human annals to establish their cher- 
ished Gonfederacy, these high-souled sons 
of the South offer this record of devotion 
as the noblest prose of their fealty to free- 
dom and of their readiness to defend the 
republic of their fathers. 

“In conclusion, my comrades, Jet me hope 
that the wise conservatism, the sptrit of 
magnanimity, which is always the bright- 
est pes in the crown of courage, will 
mark your career in the future as they 
have in the past.”’ 


MURDER THREATENED. 


Letters That Caused Ft. Leavenworth 
Guards to Be Doubled. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., June 23.—The 
guards at Fort Leavenworth were doubled 
last night as a result of the receipt ot 
several anonymous letters by Col. H. 8. 
Hawkins of the Twentleth Infantry, Com- 
mandant of the garrison, warning him he 
was to be assassinated before morning. An 
order was issued forbidding any soldier to 
leave the garrison. No trouble occurrea. 
It is said that a dishonorable discharged 
soldier wrote the letters and that efforts 
are being made to apprehend him. The 
post is much worked up over the matter.

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HAWAIIAN TREATY 
UNDER INQUIRY. 


SUB-COMMITTEE TO CONSIDER IT 
| IN DETAIL. 


DAVIS, FORAKER AND- MORGAN. 


Japan’s Protest Not Regarded as Very 
Serious, Though It Will Be 
Treated Respectfully. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—The 


Hawaiian annexation treaty formed the 
principal topic of consideration by the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations at 
its brief session to-day. The treaty and ac- 
companying papers were read and referred 
to a sub-committee, consisting of Senators 
Davis, Foraker and Morgan, with instruc- 
tions to investigate the entire question and 
report to the full committee. 

The papers read included the protest 
made by Japan against the annexation. 


The document did not call out much com- 
ment, but all that was said was of a char- 
acter to indicate that the members of the 
committee did not regard it as likely to 
lead to serious complications, though re- 

uiring the most respectful consideration. 

he sub-committee will consider ail the 
complications likely to grow out of annexa- 
tion, including those referring to the trade 
relations of the islands. ; 

This will involve a study of all of Hawail’s 
treaties with other countries. The inquiry 
necessarily will require considerable time 
and no effort will be made by the full com- 
mittee to take the a up until the sub- 
committee shall be able to report on all the 
details. The realization of this fact has led 
the members of the committee to conclude 
that it is impossible that the committee as a 
whole will be able to pass upon the subject 
during the present session. The complexion 
of the committee is believed to be 
eight in fayor of ratification anc 
threé against it. There is a possibilit 
that the number of those for it may be in- 
creased to nine, 

The protest from Japan in connection with 
the awalian treaty, which was received 
by the Senate Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs to-day, is considered in a more ser'- 
ous Hght than was at first apparent and 
the committee took exceptional precautions 
to prevent the publication of the proceed- 
ings. The protest was accepted as almost 
an ultimatum on Japan’s part to the effect 
that the treaty must not be perfected. It 
is not a protest against the form of the 
document, as had been supposed in some 
quarters, but against the document itself, 
or rather against the transaction, as being 
opposed to Japan’s interest. The specific 
reason alleged for the protest Is that 
the consummation ofthe agreement be- 
ween Hawali and the i’nited States would 

isturb the existing trade relations of the 
North Pacific and nullify treaty rights, 


THE SENATE. 


Senator Morgan Introduces a Bill to 
Regulate Annexation. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 23.—An elo- 
quent tribute to the long and illustrious 
reign of Queen Victoria was a feature of 
the opening prayer before the Senate to- 


day by the acting Senate-.chaplain, Rev. 
Hugh Johnson. 

Senator Morgan of Alabama introduced a 
bill to regulate the annexation of Hawali to 
the United States.

Cleveland’s Pension Examining Boards 
to Be Ignored.

WASHINGTON, D, C., June 3.—Shoritly 
before Grever Cleveland retired from o,fice 
he issued an order putting under the civil 
service all pension examining boards which 
during the previous year had handled as 
many as 450 cases. There were 206 of these 
boards of three members each, which came 
within the scope of the order, leaving 1,00 
outside. All the boards outside of the civil 
service have been filled and the administra- 
tion has just devised a shrewd plan to evade 
the civil service law and get rid of the 206 
boards, now composed of two Democrats and 
one Republican. New boards wilj 
be named for every city covered 
by the Cleveland order. The  exist- 
ing boards will not be abrogated. 
They will simply be ‘frozen out,” as all old 
soldiers desiring pensions will undoubtedly 
do business with the ‘“‘“McKinley boardg’’ in 
preference to the other. 


AGAINST THE TRUSTS. 


Form of the Proposed Tariff Amend- 
ment Not Yet Agreed On.

SMALL NOTES IN DEMAND. 


Treasury Officials Look Upon It as a 
Hopeful Sign. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—The Treasury 
Department within the last Week has re- 
ceived a considerable number of requests 
for small notes in unusually large quan- 
titles. This Inquiry was entirely unex rected 
and is confidently regarded by the Treas. 
ury officials as an indic&tion of improving 
business conditions. At least once a year 
the Treasury meets demands for smal 
notes from the West and South where they 
are needed for the movement of the crops. 
Rarely, however, has the inquiry begun 
earlier than the tenth or the middie of 
July and therefore it is assumed that the 
cal] for notes of small denominations js 
not in anticipation of the crop Movements. 
It hae become so general, however, particy. 
larly in the South, that Treasury officiais 
ascribe it to renewed actiVity in genera) 
business.
